Tho public will watch with much 
interest the action of the Local Legis- 
lature in respect of Chinese immigra- 
tion. Legislation of a repressive 
character is anticipated by tlie people, 
who will be satisfied \nt)i nothing short 
of a measure that will reduce the ovil 
to the smallest proportions possible. It 
has been shown that the Queensland 
Act, which imposesf;/a^l^d,i,tex- on 
Chinese immigrants, miners and tfaHers, 
has had the oifect of checking the in- 
flux of Mongolians and sensibly reduc- 
ing that class of population. There 
exists no reason why a smiilar Act 
should not be passed here. It is no 
argument against its passage to say that 
it will be disallowed at Ottawa. The 
Queensland Act was disallowtjd at 
Downing street three times, but was at 
last allowed. Pressure did it. Per- 
sistent, steady, harmonious and deter- 
mined push by the Queenslauders 
carried the day. Some years ago there 
was incoi-porated with the Pranchise 
Act .here a clause to withhold the 
franchise from Chinese and Indians. 
More than one legal member of the 
House was sure an Act containing such 
a clause would be disallowed at Ottawa. 
But it was not, and the Act stands to 
day on the statute book a monument 
to tlie astuteness of t^ nonprofessional 
♦members of the House. In a few 
. months — say next spring — railway 
construction will be commenced in the 
Province. Is it desirable that that 
work should be performed by Chinese 
or white labor] What says the reader? 
Should the federal money that will be 
expended on the railway pass into the 
hands of a class of laborers who will 
circulate it in educating, clothing 
and feeding their wives or little 
ones; or should it be paid to a class who 
have neither wives nor little ones 
the country; who being jiagans, require 
no churches; who need no schools; who 
import most of their food and all their 
raiment from China; and who, when 
they go away, carry two-thirds of all 
they receive out of the country to 
rich an alien land? We acquit the 
Canadian Government of a desire to 
encourage the Chinese element. It is a 
fact that there. has not been a doUai' 
paid for Chinese labbr on the railway 
surveys. If the money spent on rail- 
way construction should be diverted 
from the hands that are naturally en 
titled to receive it into the hands of 
those who have no claim to it, the 
Province, will;be alone to. blame. How 
cduWthe'^Lbcal Goverhmeiat protest 
against the employment of Chinese on 
Federal public works whilst Provincial 
public works swarmed with Mongolian 
peons? The streets of Jerusalem were 
always clean because the law required 
every householder to sweep the street 
in front of his own house. If Mon- 
golian immigration is to receivela check 
the first step in that direction must be 
taken by the Provincial Government. 
They must insert a clause in every con- 
tract fojbidding the employment of 
Chinese labor on any work for wliicli 
Provincial money is to be paid; and 
then they must jpassiithev Queensland 
Act, or some Act similar 'to it. 'Now 
is the, time> to apply the check. No 
half wayi<(temporizing measure will meet 
the emergency, which is really great 
and- will soon be alarming. 



TSa SOOZALZST OOXTSFZZIAOT. 



The ramifications of the Socialist con- 
spiracy against the life of Emperor 
William are not yet fully known ; but 
it is understood that Nobeling had ac- 
complices in different parts of the Em- 
pire and that the scheme was deeply 
laid. Lots weue drawn and Nobeling 
having drawn the unlucky number be- 
came the executioner. It appears to 
have been understood from the first that 
the assassin would carry his life in bis 
hand, and having disposed of the Em- 
peror he was expected to destroy him- 
self. Fortunately, both attempts failed. 
The Emperor, who was unhurt at • the 
first discharge, and badly wounded at 
the second, is rapidly convalescing, and 
As Nobeling's wounds are healing he 
is not likely to cheat the gallows. The 
importance' of his recovery, however, 
lies not so much in the satisfaction that 
one feels at the certainty of his puiiisli- 
ment; but because there is a prcspect 
of his "squealing," as the detectives 
term it, on his fellow conspirators. The 
discovery and extermina£ion of the So- 
ciety which passed the death sentence 
on Emperor William is of the first im- 
portance, and Nobeling, when he shall 
have had time to reflect, .may be in- 
duced to reveal all the particulars 
coimected with his terrible crime The 
present condition of Europe has given 
hope to revolutionary leaders, who for 
a long time have been awaitint; a favor- 
able moment to strike a decisive blow. 
Intense discontent pervades Germany; 
but there has been danger of a gi-eat 
European war, and in the crash and 
/clang of military and.dynastic struggles 
internal affairs are lost sight of. Bi.s- 
marck knows this well, and he might 
not hesitate, in order to distract the at- 
tention of .the German people from their 
own afl'airs, to declare war on some for- 
eign power, hoping thereby to com])lete 
his grand scheme of na<aonalj.i^nsolida- 
tion uninterrupted, j^'recenl; (dispatch 
. fropa Berlin states that it is believed at 
a'consultation of the revolutionary Jead- 
ers there was a discussion as to which 
sovereign should be cliosen as the vic- 
tim. Queen Victoria was ruled out be- 
cause she is a woman, and because it 
was .stated by an English member of 
the cabal that if a revolution were suc- 
cessfully started on the continent Eng- 
land would feel it as well under the 
Queen as under a republic. Humbert 
was proposed, also Alfonso; but it was 
agreed that they were insignificant vic- 
tims. Nothing was to be done in 
France, She ia republican now. Ger- 



many was the chosen field of action and 
the Emperor was by necessity to be tlie 
victim. It is hoped that it will not be 
long before .the details of the conspiracy 
will fie laid bare. 



TSZ STEEL "RAILS. 



After lying stacked for more , than 
two years and a-half at Nanaimo and 
Esquimalt,' slowly rusting away, the 
steel rails imported for the construction 
of the Island railway in 1875 will 
sliortly be removed to Fraser Hiver, 
there to form a link in the tmisconti- 
nentalrliner^hidiri|5^is'?K4d,'rfldll be 
commenced at' Yale in' 1879."^- Tenders 
are asked for freighting the rails from 
their present places of deposit to a point 
some six miles below Yale. Whilst 
we cannot but experience a feeling of 
regret that it is not intended to com- 
mence track-laying at Esquimalt, and 
that the Bute Inlet route has not been 
selected instead of the Fraser route for 
the railway, it affords us some satisfac- 
tion to observe an intention to utilize 
the rails at last. Canada, of course, 
will still owe the Island a railway un- 
der the Carnarvon treaty, and our case 
will not be weakened by the removal 
of the rails nor by the selection of the 
Fraser Biver route for the main line. 
Boute sliould never have been imported 
into the controversy; and now that a 
decision has been given there exists no 
obstacle to liarmonious action on the 
part of the people of the two sections 
in demanding the fulfilment of- tlie Car- 
nrrvoii Terms, or — ^to use Lord Oarnai"- 
vbn's own words — "their equivalent." 
The "equivalent" would bo a sum of 
money sufficient to build and equip a 
line of railway from Esquimalt to Na- 
naimo. The locking uy of the railway 
belt on the Island basmflicteid grievous 
injury on this section of the Province, 
which has been forced to witness the 
rapid settling uj) of the Fraser Valley 
while the Island lands have been with- 
drawn from settlement. The Briti.sb 
Columbia statesman, who shall propounit 
a policy that will compose the sectional 
differences between Island and Main- 
land will experience little difliculty in 
arranging with Canada. It was route 
jealousy that caused the two sections 
to pull in diverse directions in the past. 
The result has been disastrous. Let us 
make a vigorous effort to cause them 
to pull together in the future and 
should we succeed our rights will soon 
be conceded. ' ' ' '

The elder of the two occu- 
pants at once dealt the fellow a severe 
blow on the head with the butt end of 
his wliip, and at the same time leaped 
from his gig and seized his assailant.

AVHEREAS tho Municipal Council of 
tho Corporation of the City of Victoria has 
resolved to raise tlie sum of Twenty Thou- 
sand Dollars to paj^ d£, eettain outstand- 
ing liabilities of the said Council; 

And whereas it will require tho sum of 
S201'2 to be raised annuaUy by special rate 
for tho payment of tho said debt and in- 
terest as ia Iieroinaftor montioned; 

And wlioreaa tho amount of tho whole 
rateable property of tha said Corporation 
of .iliSGityJof 'Victoria according to the 
lostriavised Assessment Roll being for the 
year 1878 was ?2,494,500, irrespective of 
any future increase of the rateable proper- 
ty of the Municipality and of ony income 
in the nature .-of tolls, interest or divi- 
dends from tho work, and olso irrespec- 
tive of any inconio from the temporary 
investments of tiie sinking fund or of any 
part thereof; 

And whereas for paying tho interest and 
creating an ec[ual yearly sinking fund for 
paying tho said principal sum of $20,000 
and interest as hereinafter montioned it 
will require an equal annual special rate 
of one-tenth of one per cent, on tho dol- 
lar; 

Bo it therefore enacted by the Mayor 
and Council of the Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria :

The Latk.st Gold Fields. — The latest 
"find" of gold, which promises great -re- 
sults, is in the Island of Paupa, or New 
Guinea, and this.discovery is of a. charac- 
ter so significant as to cause conBiderable 
excitement in the adjacent continent o'f 
Australia. Tlio gold is found in black 
sand placers in conjunction with magnot- 
io oxide of iron occurring there in small 
scales, none of ivhich, so far, weigh over a 
grain. It is also found in quartz rock, 
and the existence of gold-bearing quartz 
in considerable quantities is unmistaka- 
bly proved, while all the geological indi- 
cations are favorable to an extensive de- 
velopment of the gold fields. Several ex- 
peditions are about tu sail to Port Mores- 
by from Austi'alia already, and should the 
discoveries turn out to be rich, there will 
doubtless bo a rush of gold hunters tliith- 
cr from all parts of the world before 
many months, and the experiences of 
California and Australia and New Zea- 
land will be repeated in New Guinea. 

Shad. — It has found by gradual exper 
iments that the shad spawned in Sacra- 
mento river do not invariably return to 
tho place of incubation. In Eastern riv- 
ers, it is said, sii.ad return witli unfailing 
■instinct to tiieir native stream. The San 
Francisco BuUetui mentions that aiiico 
1870 350,000 shad have been propagated 
in the Sacramento river, chiefly near Te- 
hama, and since 1870 shad have been 
caught along tho coast , from Wilmington 
to the Columbia river. This strange freak 
of the shad is laid to tho herring, from 
among tlie schools of which the shad is 
frequently taken. Tlie herring inveigles 
tho shad from the path of his fore-fathers. 
He seems to have such an influence over 
him — his companionship appears so at- 
tractive — that tlio patrician shad willingly 
renounces liis birthplace and travels 
about tho ocean witli schools of plebeian 
herring.

The wifu of an Indian chief named 
QuayustejuB, belonging to the Bella Bella 
ranch, left him lately on account of his 
jealousy and illtreatnient, taking with her 
a child named Keuilkas, which she had 
had by a former husband. Quayustejns 
endeavored by every means in his power 
to induce her to return, but she steadily 
refused, being sustained in this course by 
her rolativOT. A few days back Quayus- 
tojus saw the child Konilkas sitting near 
his house and immediately seizing tho op- 
portunity to gratify his vengeance lie went 
into his dwelling and on coining out was 
observed to have some food in his hand 
which ho forced the cliild to swallow, after 
which ho left. Tlio child ran to its moth- 
er, complaining that its stepfather had 
given it something na.sty tcj eat, and was 
shortly seized with convulsions and in 
spite of emetics adiuiniatered by Messrs. 
McKay and Jones of tho H. B. Co. , died 
with evorj' symptom of having been pois- 
oned by strj'chnine. Tho Indians in the 
neighborhood report that the accused had 
a small vial containing stuft" which looked 
like strychnine, which he procured from 
some of liis tillicums at Fort Rupert. This 
story very maturally suggests the queries, 
'What business have tho natives with 
such dangerous drugs ? and how do they 
get them?" Great care is taken to pre- 
vent them obtaining whiskey, but 
here they are found to have in their pos- 
session a far more dangerous substance, 
and putting .aside all obligations to en- 
quire into these matters on the score of 
humanity the afiair ought certainly to be 
invosti^ted, if it were only to prevent 
tho natives handling poisons that might 
OS easily be used against such white men 
as may bo living near lliem "as against 
themselves.

Mr. Caxgyle, who haa resided in the 
Chilcotin'^^iantiy, for the last twelve 
years, amve'd iii'townon Wednesday last. 

Ho states that settlers got in their crops 
as early as March last and that there is 
every prospect of a bountiful harvest. 
Ho has a preemption claim, 320 acres m 
extent, some ton miles from the mouth of 
Clulicotin river, wlucli he lias named 
Bear Banoh on account of the largo num- 
ber of "Bruins" he kills annually. One 
of his neighbors, Mr. Risko, has up- 
wards of 200 acres of land under cultiva- 
tion, principally io\n\ with wheat and 
barley. The land which is irrigated by 
means of llunios, produces very heavy 
crops of cereals and roots. Mr. Cargyle 
states ;tliat.',about a year since several of 
the Indians belonging to the Chilcotin 
tribe killed a number of cattle belonging 
to tho sottlera. Four of tho supposed 
cul[)rit3 were captured by him, assisted by 
two otlier wliito men, and taken to Clin- 
ton for trial at tho last October assizes ; 
but juat previous to that date thoy man- 
aged to effect their escape and have since 
been at large. About three years ago 
one of the Cliilicotins also shot a China- 
nuiu at tho mouth of Big Dog Creek and 
throw tho dead body into tho Frasor river 
for tho sake of the Celestial's clothes and 
goods, and ho, too, is at Large. A China- 
man at Dog Greek ofJ'erod Mr. Cargjdo 
8250 to oU'ect the alleged murderer's ar- 
rest with, however, tho important proviso 
that tho Indian fihould bo hanged. Mr. 
Curlylo could not, 'of course, accept tlie 
oll'or; but ho expresses tho opinion, that 
for the protection of settlers and their 
pr()i)erty in the future it would bo well if 
these bad Indians could bo brought to 
justice. Ho does not at present appre- 
hend tho least danger from them, as they 
havo a "big scare on" lest at any moment 
they may bo arrested; still should an un- 
limited period bo allowed to elapse with- 
out action being taken in the premises it 
is more tl»n probable that thoy will im- 
agine thoy can repeat their depredations 
and crimes witli impunity. If wo under- 
stand Mr. Cargylo correctly, lie 
will engage for tho Huin of 850O. 
to deliver at Clinton the alleged murderer 
.of the Chinaman and will also undertake 
on prepayment of a reasonable considera- 
tion to capture tho six Indiiins who are 
said to havo been guilty of killing settlers' 
cattlo. Tho Chief of the Cliilcotin tribe 
is a peaceably-disposed native, shrewd in 
his business transactions and anxious, as 
far .as possible, to bring the Indians under 
his control within tho pale of civilization. 
Tho tribo subsists by hunting, trapping 
and fishing, and altliougli there are several 
bad Indians in their number, which ag- 
gi'egatos somo 300, they are by no means 
as a whole badly disposed to tho whites. 
The Chilcotin country ailbrils a vast acre- 
age for stock raisers and sottlera, and in 
view of tho fact that a number of proomp 
tions will ere long be tokea up in that lo; 
cality it would seem at least wise that the 
Indians there should be taught, before too 
late, to respect the law. Tiiey are a coin- 
municative tribe, liaving no idea of reti- 
cence and, if properly do.alt with, would 
readily give up those of tlioir number 
known to have boon guilty of crimo. At 
the i:)reseiit time there are some 1300 head 
of cattle running on the Chilcotin plains, 
the greater nuiuBor of the beeves, whicli 
are of tlie finest description, belong^ing to 
Mr. Harjier.

Editor Colonist: — The destiny of 

Vancouver IhIhiuI ha.s now becomo ono 
of tho minor to})icH of conver.sation 
througliout tlui <i;lol)('. But tlio \''an- 
couvorito.s tliomselvf's aro not half satis- 
fied of this yot, notwitlmtauding tho co.st- 
ly preparations fpr war, and the absolute 
necessity Russia has for Vancouver as 
a coal and ])roviHion dcixit. When this 
city is ub.solutoly in llamo.s from the 
allot and sliell of tho enemy it will bo 
then too lute to iiorooivo that its seizure 
has been long ago 'determined on as a 
part of the plan of,- preparations [irior 
to opening tho ball with England. 
Beliriiig Straits, bo it observed, will bo 
tho only outlet for Ilu.ssia to roly upon 
for her morcliant vessels and privateers 
after war has coimncnced with Eng- 
land; and tho Pacific coast tho ono from 
which her suj)plioa nro to bo drawn. 
Aro wo to suppose that the Russian 
fleet visited the American continent 
last year, reconiioitering our seaboard 
and taking stock of everything with- 
out a purpo.so? Aro the Ru.ssians 
ignorant, think you, that we linvo coal 
here, and wheat nnd cattle in Wasliing- 
toii Territory, which could be brought 
by. way of the Territory's eastern ports, 
as well as by Oregon? and that it would 
not bo plcnsnnt to jmas through Van- 
couver's fire to get those necessaries 
unless crippled first and our lire sub- 
dued? Of course tho diminutive ban- 
tam Vancouver will give a crow of de- 
fiance at tho idea of being subjugated — 
"as though such a thing could bo pos- 
sible," saya littio Vancouver. "Wo 
mean to boat tho invaders, nio.st cer- 
tainly; and also to cut ofl" thoir right of 
way by Behring's Straits." "We could 
boat the world, who says we could not? 
Look at tho British fleet! has any other 
nation one like that 1" asks littio Tom 
ThumU iv "And aro^we not at this very 
moment putting bur bravery to the 
test, aye, to the very proof, by loading 
our future and our children's future 
with heavy rates and taxes ? Aro we 
not commencing to siioiul inoiiey with- 
out limit in building fortifications to 
give tho Russians a warm reception? 
Aye, and to jjrovoko them to tlieir 
worst; to diire them to .shell our city, to 
destroy our homes, nnd to press all our 
best, nblobodied men into thoir service, 
just like slaves ? What moro,certainly, 
can we do, to give promotion to British 
ofHcors than wo are doing? Wo have got 
ono good day's supply of men for slaughter 
and must place Chinamen at tho guns 
when thoy are cut up. "Besides," argues 
Vancouver, "are we not to get three or 
four gunboats all to ourselves to pay, 
maintain and all; and, ah! won't wo sink 
tornedoes. Lot the Russians do the same 
if they daEro. .To bo sure we shall destroy 
tho traffic on the high seas anyhow be- 
tween us. Starve and beggar ourselves 
by putting a stop to commerce too. 0, 
that is nothing, wo are brave enough to 
starve ourselves out after starving out our 
workingmen." Fine wisdom. "Wo can 
make the Chinese statesmen, .and gover- 
nors, and tacit clergj-men and our em- 
jjloyers; as you know wo shall reserve the 
Chinamen until all our other men aro 
either cut up or are taken prisoners. We 
have as a people shown what good patriots 
wo have been in times past by turning 
out our laboring followcitizens to st.arve, 
and now we are going to bring about a 
similar noble system of patriotic brotherly 
love for ourselves. Yes, we patriotic 
souls, who have made our brother men 
give place and birthright to tho .alien, or 
were acccssoiy thereto, aro now about to 
try the _eOTeniuent„ upon . dear 
selv'oB. ' ' The Chinamen can call over some 
thousands of their countrymen from Cali- 
fornia, and wo big fellows shall not be 
missed any more than were our more help- 
leas fellowcitizena. Of course if our 
families object to our taking tlie physic 
wo have been drenching others with they 
can wait a few years, or centuries, for an 
act of parliament to redress their griev- 
ances. No doubt John's parliament, Rus- 
sia's deputy, will consider it. 

Without romance all this may posi- 
tively be realized if we, like fools, "rush 
in where .mgels fear to tread." And such 
a fate would not be inconsistent, with the 
law of Divine Retribution, by which we 
morally must reap what we have sown. 
If we had an ally close by; or if England 
by direct communication, was as accessible 
as Russian territory is to tho enemy, we 
should,.^theiil not stand so much in the 
position of "Jack with the giant—minus 
Jack's magic. If even Canada was acces- 
sible wo might then, at least, get intelli- 
gent counsel. But as to help, either from 
Canada or England, of an offootivo or 
efficient kind, that is simply impossible, 
since neither is in a position to efficiently 
protect itself. England, with Canada and 
C.ape of Good Hope to protect, and with 
200,000,000 Hindoos awaiting tho opportu- 
nity for an effectual rebellion; with Ireland 
ready to seize on a decisive independence, 
and the Australi.an colonies to do tho same. 
If her entire 30,000,000 .of population 
were armed men, and no women and chil- 
dren amongst them, she could scarce find 
troops enough for so wide a spread. 

It really does begin to look as though 
our thoughtless foolhardiness is to lead us 
into serious calamity, as though in pay- 
ment for our want of sympathy for our 
owii people. Nationally we English are 
military bragadocias— but as men ripening

RiooROUS Measures against German 
Socialists. 



EUROPE. 
London, Juno 13. — ^A correspondent of 
the Manchester Qtuurdian says those per- 
sons who anticipate th.atLord Beaconsfield 
is preparing a great surprise will not bo 
disappointed. The coup may bring him 
much popularity, but it will burden the 
country with great responsibility. Tho 
control of reforms in Asia Minor and the 
maintenance of tho freedom of Constanti- 
nople will be undertaken by Great Brit- 
ain, while European Turkey will be left to 
tho control of the states whose special in- 
terests aro there. To satisfy Austria and 
adjust the question of indemnity will be 
the difficulties of the congress. 'Ihe other 
questions are already settled in principle. 
Lord Beaconsfield's demiinds will involve 
even moro than the foregoing outline; but 
they have already received the support of 
Germany .and Fr.atice and to some extent 
of Austria and Italy. Should Austria's 
special demands lie satisfied early Lord 
Beaconsfield will pl.ay a loading part in a 
dazzling peace. If, however, his diplo- 
matic policy should be a clear departure 
from the doctrine of non-intervention he 
will probably make that a justification for 
the dissolution of Parliament. 

Berlin, June 13. — Austria will maintain 
in tho congress that Servia and Montene- 
gro must either become members of the 
confederation under Austrian auspices or 
conclude a militaiy convention with Aus- 
tria. It is again stated that Germany will 
propose the discussion of tho Socialist 
question. 

This afternoon the flag of Germany was 
hoisted over the p.alace betokening that 
tho congress had opened. 

Berlin, .Juno 13. — The Government, 
Vi'ith a view to the repre.sioii of tho social 
democracy, intends to enforce a moro rigid 
application of the passport regulations and 
a similarly strict enforcement of the law 
relative to" the press and public meetings 
will also be enjoined upon all authorities 
in tho country.
